The United Nations conference 
in San Francisco will succeed in 
setting up a world organization to 
do many of the things required in 
the postwar period. The leaders

of all powers, big, middle, and lit- 
tle, have made this very clear. The 
hig decision, therefore, has been 
made: namely, to form such struc- 
tures from the mbarton Oaks 
proposals and amendments there- 
to as will implement the socia}, 


economic, and political arrange- 
ments agreed upon when the 
shootin? is over. This is the 


strength of San Francisco. 

Its weakness is that big deci- 
sions must be ratified daily by 
little decisions, and these littte 
decisions must be made in the 
spirit of fair play, compromise, and 
the will to accomplish results that 
characterizes San Francisco. But 
these daily decisions will be made 
later by national states acting in 
their own governmental capacity 
and far away from the mutual ac- 
commodations that can come from 
a conference. There in each in- 
dividual capital the forces.of a 
selfish nationalism may be idealiz- 
ed inté terms of national policy 
on the basis of individual nation- 
al “interest”? and not of interna- 
tional welfare. 

MORE DECISIONS LATER 

A still more serious threat to the 
ultimate success of what is done in 
San Francisco is that decisions 
equally big must be made at later 
times and under varying circum- 
stances. For examiple, the Bret- 
ton Woods proposals for an inter- 
national fund and an internation- 
al bank are as basic and necessary 
in the economic world as the or- 
ganization to be finally agreed up- 
on in San Francisco is for the 
political.. Already,. powerful pres- 
sure groups in the United States 
are foliowing familiar patterns or 
individual and national selfishness 
in their attitude toward fund and 
bank, and the equally familiar 
strategy of endorsing one while 
opposing the other. This attitude 
ignores the fact that bank and 
fund stand or fall together; are 
not in fact inseparable. 

A host of threats to the ultimate 
success of the United Nations or- 
ganization comes from the na- 
ture of the peace arrangements 
following the war. The nations 
which try to settle European mat- 
ters may not be identical with 
those settling Asiatic affairs. Rus- 
sian policy and actions ‘will helr 
to determine the speed with which 
the center cf world gravity shifts 
from Europe to Asia; from the 
Atlantic area to the far Pacific 
regions. Then too, the peace 
agreements will include boundary 
revisions, moving of populations, 
minority rights, reparations, lab- 
crers from Germany for restora- 
tion of devastated regions, trial of 
war criminals, and a host of other 
points. 

INTERNATIONAL JUSTICE 

Already conferences of legal ex- 
perts have been held to formulate 
the structure and jurisdiction of 
the international court of justice; 
others will need to develop a com- 
mon system of international law 
out of the varying systems of 
municipal law that now exist. The 
willingness of the United States tc 
assume leadership and responsi- 
bility is still the biggest question 
mark in world relations. 

Norman Angelj a decade ago in 
his book, “PEACE And The 
PLAIN MAN;” showed how the 
plain man, John Smith, thinks he 
is for peace while actually sup- 
porting economic and other na- 
tional policies that always have 
made for war. . 

So far as the writer is aware. 
nct even a significant beginning 
has yet been made to change the 
‘thinking of the common man so 
that he will support policies of 
international welfare rather than 
those of national separateness. 
One outcome of education, indoc- 
trination, propaganda, or what- 
ever name is applied, must be. new 
symbols of international or world 
interdependence and_ collective 
action to transcend those most 
powerful present day symbols of 
nationalism. Today it is not diffi- 
cult for designing rulers in any 
ccuntry, not simply Germany, to 

debase the use of the symbolism 
of patriotism and loyalty. Not 
until we recognize that we all had

The parents reside at 385 West 
Twentieth street.

Her two companions, frighten- 
ed as they observed the oncoming 
truck, screamed a warning to Car- 
olyn, but their playmate was fa- 
tally struck. She lived only a mo- 
ment or two after the accident, 
according to observers. 

An inquest jury Wednesday 
morning exonerated the driver of 
the truck, the little girl’s death 
being officially recorded as acci.- 
dental. Driver of the car was Ben 
G. Sanchez, Chino. He said he 
tried to swerve enough to miss 
the girl, wheels of the machine 
going on to the curb of the east 
side of the parkway. 

Screams of the two horrified 
playmates and the impact attract- 
ed attention of neighbors and mo- 
torists. Officer E. FE. Carter of 
the Upland police department 
made the investigation. 

The parents came to this dis- 
trict three years ago and had re- 
sided at the West Twentieth street 
address for a pcertion of that time. 
Besides her parents, the girl is 
survived by a three-year-old: sis- 
ter, Jacquelyn Lu and three grand- 
parents in Wishita Falls, Texas. 

Funeral services were held at 
the Stone funeral home with the 
Rev. Edwin L. Carter of the On- 
tario Christian church officiating. 
The body is being taken to Wichita 
Falls, Texas, for interment.

2. When the Forest Service 07- 
tained rights-of-way across the 
private land for these roads, we 
agreed to keep the gates locked 
at all times so they would not be- 
come public routes of travel 
through these ranches.

‘Harold Stassen Holds 
‘Conference On 
Trusteeship Proposal 


An optimistic report on the 
troublesome question of trustee- 
ships was made by former Gover- 
Rgh...—arold Stassen of Minnesota 
to about 350 press representatives 
whe crowded into the Red Room 
of the Fairmont Hotel at San 
Francisco. On Tuesday night his 
repo rt was unanimously adopted 
by the comm’ssion working on this 
provlem of postwar trusteeship as 
a ‘working basis. 

This report followed an assign- 
ment to him t> draw up such a 
working plan which would include 
the wide area of agreement al- 
ready reached by the delegates 
and also their divergent amend- 
ments. 

POINTS SETTLED 

These items appear to be well 
settled. (1) Trusteeship is to be 
éntirely voluntary; no new com- 
pulsion or force is to be introduced 
into the Dumbarton Oaks charter 
by it. No “nation” to ‘whom ter 
rétory is assigned in any peace 
settlement need apply for trustec- 
@hin for such dependent area or 
region or island unless or until it 
wishes to do so. 

(2) No special inducement is of 
fered for such act. It looks like | 
the old imperialism all over again 
Public opinion is to be relied 
upen; in the opinion of this writer 
a Very, very slender reed on which 
to lean. The public can always, 
usually rather easily, be persuaded 
that any Selfish nat'’onal advant- 
age is really in the interests of hu- 
man progress or welfare. 

(3) If two or more powers hav: 
vital interests in the same region 
they must agree upon asking for 
a trusteeship. Not until a dls- 
agreement becomes a threat to 
peace 
have a right to intervene, and not 
then, unless seven members sup- 
port the move, including ALL the 
“Big Five.” The most rabid iso- 
Jationist ought not to be disturbed 
by this set-up. 

MANY QUESTIONS 

Standing behind the table “Gov- 
ernor”’ Stassen 
eddressed him) appeared to be 
about five fect eight inches in 
height.
